If the child labor amendment fails of rati* 
fication, as it now seems likely to do, it will 
fail chiefly because of the emphasis placed 
by its opponents upon state’s rights. 
Tile 
strongest argument against the measure at 
present is the argument that such legislation 
as the amendment contemplates should be 
left to the several states instead of being 
given to congress. 
The force of this contention is evident, 
especially as it applies to southern states 
which have long been sensitive of their pre­ 
rogatives as compared with the federal gov­ 
ernment And while there is a good deal of 
hypocrisy hiding behind it, there is also a 
good deal of conscientious belief that the 
states should be left free iii this matter, and 
could handle it better. * 
The big question thereupon arising is, 
would they handle it better? No state has 
professed disregard for the welfare of its 
own children. 
In every state asserting its 
own right to deal with child labor unham­ 
pered, it has teen declared that the state has 
its children’s interest at heart 
It follows 
that in every state rejecting the amendment, 
there is a definite responsibility on the part 
of the governor and legislature to match 
right with duty and adopt promptly what­ 
ever measures are needed to safeguard its 
children from cruel and exhausting exploita­ 
tion. 


Free Opinion

tellect, the courage, the executive ability, and ihe 
moral stamina, to rank her with dis!ingu.shed lead­ 
ers of the sex in other lands, in this age o r any 
other. 
Since suffrage was 
m ade nation wide in 
the 
United States women have held alm ost every kind 
of elective or appo.ntive public office, 
in the execu­ 
tive f old they have had everyth.ng from m ayor and 
city m anager to the governorship of a state; iu the 
legislative realm they have served on town and city 
councils and boards of aide! men, in state legisla­ 
tures and In the lower branch of the congress of the 
United States. 
One woman even reached the sen.ue 
by appu.ntm ent, hut only for an interval nu 
brief 
th at it cannot be said she served as senator. 
iu the jud.cial division of our governm ental sys­ 
tem they have held city and county Judgeships and 
one woman has attained m em bership in the suprem e 
court of a state.

TOK IO, Jan. 27.—T here Is no need for any Jan- 
anese woman of m arriageable age to go husband 
less because of a scarcity of men 
Unlike several w estern nations w here the prob­ 
lem of what to do w ith "surplus” women has caused 
some agitation among sociologists, Japan is faced 
w;(h a plethora of m a'es over females. 
L atest cen­ 
sus figures reveal th at th ere are 105,500 more men 
than women in the sunrise b ugdom. 
The total pnpulat on of Japan Is given as 59,- 
138,900. 
Of this num ber 29,622,200 are m ales and 
29,516.700. 
an* females. 
Japanese who seek wives would do well to for­ 
sake the cities and m igrate to tho rural districts, ac­ 
cording to the census records. 
For instance, thero 
are approxim ately 500,000 more men than women in 
the cities, while in the country d.stricts there are 
about 400,000 more women than men. 
In Tok.o 
alone. It is estim ated, the males outnum ber tho 
fem ales by approxim ately 200,OOO. 


N E W Y O R K

The census figures afford a striking illustration 
of the effect of the recent earthquake and fire upon 
the population of Tokio. 
Before the earthquake it 
was estim ated that the Japanese capital had a pop­ 
ulation well in excess of 2.000,000- 
Some estim ates 
placed it at nearly 2.500,000. 
According to the latest 
figures, however, the total population of the city 
now is 1.917,308. 
Yokohama, which suffered heaviest from tho 
d isaster of Septem ber, 1923, now has a population 
of 389,700, w hereas the population befbre the earth ­ 
quake was estim ated at more than 400 000. In Yoko­ 
ham a there are 2<!7,000 m ales and 180.700 females. 
Again 
differing from many 
w estern nations, 
Japan is not yet faced w ith the serious problem of 
growth of urban population at the expense of tho 
rural districts 
'I ho latest census shows that the 
total urban population of the em pire is only 11.812,- 
200, while the rural sections claim 47,326,700 inhabi­ 
tants,

T he til st seven days of the U'*w year, knowu as 
tin* ‘nanakusa” period, is alw ays the occasion for gay 
celebrate us in the geisha quarters, 
it is then that 
the guisha appeal in their new "haregi,’’ or gala 
dress- 
Now. the cost of even the cheapest “haregi” »b 
about 600 yen. or 
W ith the necersa y acces­ 
sors s the sum usually am ounts to about 1,000 yen. 
Because of hard times in Japan, however, very 
few of tin* geisha possessed 1,000 yen at this New 
Year season. 
Not to appear In new "haregi,” how­ 
ever, is considered i disgrace, so those who did not 
have the purchase price rem ained indoors during 
the “nanakusa” period, pretending th a t they w ere 
away at some popular holiday resort. 
Tho New 
Year’s banquets, which are a feature of holiday 
festivities in 
the capital, w ere notable for 
(bo 
scarcity of geisha girls. 
In order to prevent extravagances among tho 
girls, the Geisha Guild, which looks a lte r the w elfare 
of these quaint little entertainers, issued instruc­ 
tions limit ng the a m e n t the girls were allowed -o 
spend on th*ir New Year outfits to 200 yen. 
Then 
result was that only those geisha who possessed r.ch 
patrons were able to appear in their wonted holiday 
finery.

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State Responsibility 


If the child labor amendment fails of rat!- 
fication, as it now seem s likely to do, it will 
fail chiefly because of the emphasis placed 
by its opponents upon state’s rights. 
The 
strongest arnement against the measure at 
present is the argument that such legislation 
as the amendment contemplates should be 
left to the several states instead of bein# 
given to congress. 
I hi* force ol this contention is evident, 
especially as it applies to southern states 
which have long been sensitive of their pre­ 
rogatives as compared with the federal gov- 
em m erL 
And while there is a good deal of 
hypocrisy hiding behind it, there is also a 
good deal of conscientious belief that the 
states should be left free in this matter, and 
could handle it better. * 
The b g question thereupon arising is, 
would they handle it better? 
No state has 
professed disregard for the welfare of its 
own children. 
In every state asserting its 
own right to deal with chi!d labor unham 
pored, it has teen declared that the state has 
its children’s interest at heart. 
It follows 
that in every state rejecting the amendment, 
there is a definite responsibility on the part 
of the governor and legislature to match 
right with duty and adopt promptly what­ 
ever measures are needed to safeguard its 
children from cruel and exhausting exploita­ 
tion.

If the child labor amendment fails of rati­ 
fication, as it now seems likely to do, it will 
fail chiefly because of the emphasis placed 
by its opponents upon state’s lights. 
The 
strongest argument against the measure at 
present is the argument that such legislation 
as the amendment contemplates should be 
left to the several states instead of being 
given to congress. 
The force of this contention is evident, 
especially as it applies to southern states 
which have long been sensitive of their pre­ 
rogatives aa compared with the federal gov- 
eramer t. And while there is a good deal of 
hypocrisy hiding behind it, there is also a 
good deal of conscientious belief that the 
states should be left free iii this matter, and 
could handle it better. - 
The big question thereupon arising is, 
would they handle it better? No state has 
professed disregard for the welfare of its 
own children. 
In every state asserting its 
own right to deal with child labor unham­ 
pered, it has been declared that the state has 
its children’s interest at heart. 
It follows 
that in every state rejecting the amendment, 
there is a definite responsibility on the part 
of the governor and legislature to match 
right with duty and adopt promptly what­ 
ever measures are needed to safeguard its 
children from cruel and exhausting exploita­ 
tion.

Hen», the 
intelligent and 
fair-minded 
reader must admit, is good guidance for a 
press which aspires to maintain American 
traditions of freedom and power. 
Lout tless a conscious effort to maintain 
this ideal has had much to do with the valid­ 
ity of Kansas journalism. 
Papers which try 
to kill the free expression of opinion not only 
kill progress hut eventually kill themselves.

But he had no 
real incentive to hold it, because he d.dn’t 
need his pay, so he let himself out.
